The buildings of Heber's 
Town Square appear destined 
for national recognition in the 
U. S. Archives. Studies made 
of the historically most impor- 
tant buildings of America are 
regularly added to the National 
Archives of Washington, D. C. 
through the Library of Cong- 
ress. 


ONLY TWO OTHER historic 
Utah buildings have been re- 
corded previously in the Library 
of Congress. The Beehive 
House in Salt Lake City and 
the Deseret Telegraph Station 
in Rockville, Washington Co., 
were recorded in the early 1930s. 

Lewis Coue, San Francisco, 
visited Heber Valley last week 
with Utah Heritage Foundation 
officials to make a preliminary 
study of historic buildings. 

Mr. Coue is supervising arch- 
itect for Historic Structures and 
the Historic American Buildings 
Survey (HABS) branch of the 
National Parks Service, and is 
a fellow of the American Insti- 
tute of Architects. His office is 
headquarters for 17 western 
states. 


ACCOMPANYING MR. Coue 
to Heber Valley were Georgius 
Young Cannon, member of the 
architecture committee of the 
Utah Heritage Foundation and 
Edward Smith, acting director 
of the heritage foundation. 

The purpose of the program 
is to preserve the record of the 
great buildings of America. Ex- 
made, 
photographs taken, detailed 
sketches are drawn and from 
these, exact drawings of the 
buildings are prepared. Detail- 
ed notes are made of the mater- 
ials used and the methods of 
construction. 

IT WAS POINTED OUT by 
the visitors that the work is so 
complete that those buildings, 
previously surveyed, which are 
later destroyed, can be exactly 


À |reconstructed from the plans, 


sketches and photos which are 
placed in the National Archives. 
Such work is being done now 
with the famous, centuries-old 
wooden Ruussian church in Sit- 
ka, Alaska, recently destroyed 
by fire. Using plans recorded 
some years ago, the local com- 
munity is rebuilding the histor- 
ic church. 

In Heber City, the visitors 
met with city councilman John 
Carlile and with civic leaders 
Lowe Ashton Jr. and Don Bark- 
er. The group toured the town 
square buildings, including the 
attic of the Tabernacle where 
they could readily see the pio- 
neer methods of construction. 
They were particularly impres- 
sed with the hand-made trusses 
with the skillfully constructed 
mortice-and-wooden-peg joints, 
reinforced with ^ hand-forged 
iron plates and bolts.
